Heavy rainfall leads to road closures, more to come

With longer days and warmer 

weather, spring can be a season of 
relief after harsh winters like the one 
just past. 

And with spring here in full 

bloom and blow, western Kentucky 
continues to experience hazardous 

weather conditions, including severe 
storms that washed through Clinton 
and Hickman County on Sunday and 
Monday. 

More than six inches of rain fell 
during the two days, causing flooded 
roadways all across the region. 

Local schools slated for a delayed 
start on Monday were instead closed 
completely yesterday, and they will 
remain closed until buses can safely 
travel their routes. 

Clinton is one of the smaller towns 
in the region that gets hit worst with 


flooded roads. With only two major 
roads going through the central part of 
the town and each road having a history 
of flooding, at one point, Clinton had 
no exit or entrance completely clear of 
water for several hours. 

City and county officials worked 
together to keep citizens posted on 
road conditions and will continue to 
do so until water levels are completely 
lowered and roads are safe to travel. 

Officials have advised people who 
do not have to leave their homes to 
avoid traveling until area roads are 
deemed clear of all water. 

Caution is also in order for the 
remainder of this week with more 
rainfall predicted in the latter part of 
the week. 

Several factors need serious 
consideration when deciding what 
to do and what not to do during 
springtime weather conditions. During 


severe weather and the flooding that 
can follow, it is advised to listen to 
radio and television to stay informed 
on the current conditions. Flash 
flooding can occur rapidly, and with 
any possibility of flooding, moving 
immediately to higher ground is 
always advisable. 

Low-lying communities that 
are likely to be flooded should be 
prepared for a disaster and have a plan 
for evacuation or for sheltering safely 
in place. 

One of the biggest mistakes made 
during flood conditions is traveling 
through running or standing water. 
Less than six inches of water can 
upset a person walking through water, 
and traveling through moving water, 
whether on foot or in a vehicle, is one 
of the most dangerous mistakes made 
during flash floods.

Price relives Cane Ridge 
Revival at Young Center

For years after, preachers 
in the frontier would preface 
tent revivals with the words 
“Lord, make it like it was at 
Cane Ridge!” 

Last Tuesday evening at 
the Young Center, author 
Eddie Price explained in a 
presentation that combined 
drama, song and first hand 
accounts why Cane Ridge 
held such importance in the 
growth of religion in the early 
nineteenth century. Price, 
dressed in period clothing, 
including felt hat, blouson 
shirt and uncomfortable shoes, 
kept a small group spellbound 
for over an hour with stories 
of how Kentucky’s Great 
Revival changed Kentucky 
from Wild West to Bible Belt. 

Cane Ridge was a field 
in Bourbon County, Kentucky, 
south of Lexington in 
August 1801. Minister 
Barton W. Stone and other 
preachers decided to bring 
together as many living in 
the frontier as they could 
for days of preaching and 
teaching. Without phones, 
newspaper delivery, Internet 
or reliable mail delivery, 
between 15,000 and 30,000 
people got the message and 
showed up. Most came in 
wagons and on horseback 
ready to stay for awhile. 

At times up to eleven 
stands were set up for 
simultaneous preaching. 
Some were so moved that 
they spoke in tongues, barked 
at Satan and fell into swoons. 
Eyewitnesses wrote accounts 
of bodies jerking or listeners 
being frozen in place upon 
hearing the words. 

Price, author of Widder’s 
Landing , a novel set in the 
18 th century America around 
the time of the New Madrid 
Quake, is a retired history 
teacher. Price spent five years 
writing the book, a goodly 
portion of that time went 
to researching lives of the 
frontier settlers. It was while 
doing research that he learned 
about the Great Kentucky 
Revival at Cane Ridge. The 
presentation he brought 
to Clinton has been approved 
by the director of the Cane 
Ridge Shrine. Price also 
lectures on early hunters and

the War of 1812. 

Price shared the hymn 
“Good Shepherd” from the 
Great Revival sung to the 
tune of “Come Thou Font of 
Every Blessing.” The music 
even caused “chills” among 
the crowd. 

Price told his 

audience, “Lives were 

changed at Cane Ridge.”

Fulton County loses 
Nelson ‘Corky’ Hill 


Residents in our area 
escaped a potentially deadly 
situation over the weekend 
when the tornadoes hit 
neighboring states. 

It is an annual event. 
The threat of severe weather 
accompanies the warmer 
weather. 

So we dodged a bullet this 
time. Strong winds moved 
through but thank goodness 
there were no tornadoes. 

All those of my age group 
remember the big tornadoes 
that ravaged Huntingdon in 
the early 1970s and the Selmer 
later. I was in college at UT 
Martin when the tornado hit 
Huntingdon. I had not ever

witnessed a tornado but that 
afternoon I thought is was odd 
that all the clouds in the sky 
were moving together in the 
west and the sky was getting 
a yellow color. It was a Friday 
afternoon and I didn’t think 
much particularly about it as I 
took my usual route through 
Huntingdon to get to 1-40 and 
continue on to Nashville. I must 
have passed through right after 
the tornado did. The west side 
of town looked like a war zone. 
Then, continuing on down S.R. 
22 I remember seeing a boat 
stuck into the side of a mobile 
home. 

Mother Nature can tear 
down in a single sweep what 


took years for man to build. 

My heart goes out to the 
families of the 16 or so who 
were known to be killed or 
are missing in Arkansas and 
Oklahoma. 

Mayflower, Arkansas, a 
suburb of Little Rock, was 
pretty much leveled. 

The storms came on the 
third anniversary of a four-day 
tornado outbreak that killed 
more than 300 people across the 
South. 

Tornado season had been 
fairly quiet before the storms 
roared on Sunday. The only 
death had been a North Carolina 
infant who was hurt by a 
tornado on Friday and died at 
the hospital on Sunday. 

By the time this is read there 
may have been more tornadoes 
moving through as more 
were expected, some weather 
forecasters saying, “the worst is 
yet to come”. 

President Barrack Obama 
was in the Philippines when the 
tornadoes began. From across 
the globe he promised federal 
aid to storm victims. 

Healing, recovery and 
rebuilding may take years.

The course of Nelson 
Duane “Corky” Hill’s life was 
dramatically changed at the 
young age of 12. A hunting 
accident which resulted in the 
loss of his left arm didn’t stop 
Corky from living his life the 
way he wanted to live it. On 
Wednesday, April 23, 2014 one 
of the best-liked citizens of the 
Cayce area, Hickman and all of 
Fulton County, passed away. 

Following his accident 
Corky was depressed and 
withdrawn for months, but the 
late Jack Storie, basketball coach 
at Cuba High School turned 
him around. “Coach Storie 
changed my whole life,” stated 
Corky during an interview for a 
newspaper article. “He came to 
me and asked me to go out for 
basketball. I practiced and close 
to game time he came ‘round 
with a uniform, and I wouldn’t 
take it. I told him I wasn’t going 
to dress out in front of all those 
people. Well, come game time 
he came back, and I had taken 
the uniform.” Even though 
Corky was scared to death he 
decided to step out on to the 
court. 

After playing that first game 
and scoring two points, Corky 
made an important decision. “I 
said that night I didn’t care what 
people thought about me, I was 
going to live my life and let them 
live theirs. I’ve been living mine 
ever since.” He certainly did 
live his life the way he wanted 
to, touching many people far 
and wide. 

Corky spent his last two 
years of high school at Cayce 
High School. Soon after 
graduation Corky worked as a 
dragline and bulldozer operator. 
Even with his handicap he 
deftly managed the five levers 
of the dozer and the three of the 
dragline. 

In 1969 he ran for Sheriff of 
Fulton County for the first time, 
beating five other candidates in 
the race. He had the reputation 
as being a scrappy fighter who 
showed time and time again he 
could handle the chore. 

During his 16 years as sheriff 
Corky sometimes found himself 
in some rough situations, but 
he always tried to head off 
trouble before it got started. “I 
found out a long time ago you 
treat a man the way you’d want 
to be treated if you were in his 
circumstances,” Corky said. 
“You do that and you’ll have 
few problems. I never would 
take advantage of a person I 
arrested. In fact, I’d give him a 
little advantage.” 

Some of those arrested 
would be difficult with Corky 
and through the years he had 
one shotgun, one pistol and even 
an axe pulled on him. “The one 
with the axe, I told him, I’ll kill 
you in your tracks if you don’t 
put that axe down,” he said. 

“I was Corky’s chief deputy 
for eight years,” stated Fulton 
County Sheriff Bobby Hopper. 
“I rode many times with him 
through the hills of Brownsville 
at high rates of speed with him 
driving with his knee, talking on 
the radio and smoking a cigar 
all at the same time. Through all 
those years I never seen Corky 
back down from anything. I 
heard numerous times his story 
about being arrested by the State 


Police and all kinds of other 
tales. I have plenty of memories 
to recall when I think back about 
the life of Corky Hill.” 

Corky didn’t just play 
basketball in high school, 
he played his friends and 
coworkers. “It was a joy to play 
with him,” stated Dennis Warner, 
Fulton County Road Supervisor, 
when Hill was nominated for the 
Kentucky High School Athletic 
Association Hall of Fame. 
“He is a great all-around guy. 
He could play pool and I have 
seen him beat some of the best. 
He was also a good mechanic, 
working on four wheelers and 
small engines.” 

Many others submitted 
letters recommending Hill 
for this honor back in 2008, 
including David Gallagher, 
Fulton County Judge/Executive. 
“Corky embodies the one 
common attribute of ALL great 
athletes, the ‘burning desire’ to 
succeed; to be the best that one 
can be. 

Others who wanted 
to recognize Hill for his 
achievements on and off the 
basketball court include Howie 
Crittenden, Ricky Parnell, Greg 
Grissom, Eddie Wright, and 
Larry Gardner, just to name a 
few. 

“He made the starting five 
as a sophomore at Cuba High 
School and after his sophomore 
year his parents moved to 
Cayce. He helped lead his 
Cayce team to two winning 
seasons,” stated Crittenden. “I 
saw Corky play several games 
and every time I was astonished 
at his ball handling, shooting 
skills, and over-all basketball 
talent. Corky’s love and desire 
to excel in basketball helped 
him to become an outstanding 
player. An accident that would 
have ended most boys’ careers 
motivated Corky to strive and 
achieve an impossible dream 
that came true. Corky is a 
basketball legend in Western 
Kentucky.” 

“Corky has always 
displayed a high degree of 
integrity, responsibility, and 
ambition. He is definitely a 
leader rather than a follower,” 
stated Grissom in his letter to 
the Hall of Fame nominating 
committee. “In addition to his 
excellent Law Enforcement and 
Athletic accomplishments, he 
has proven his leadership ability 
by mentoring troubled youth 
and overseeing those in need in 
our community.” 

“Back when I was a teenager 
I worked all through high 
school for Corky, all the while 
learning many of the important 
life lessons that I still remember 
today,” stated Wright. “Growing 
up, I always saw him as a 
proactive and respected public 
servant. Whatever was needed, 
or who needed it, was no matter 
to him; Corky was always ready. 

“Corky is proof that anything 
can be achieved with faith and 
determination,” stated Gardner. 
The life Corky Hill lived is 
definite proof of that and for this 
reason and so many others, he 
will be truly missed. “Corky’s 
life stands as a testimony that 
the only obstacles or handicaps 
that limit us as an individual are 
the ones that we allow to block 
our path,” added Gallagher. “He 
was a great role model for any 
young man or woman with a 


thorn in the flesh. Corky Hill 
was a good friend and I’ll miss 
him.” 

“He was an Icon,” added 
Fulton Mayor Elaine Forrester. 
While others recall the many 
times he would come to visit him 
around Christmas time, walking 
through their doors carrying a 
pecan pie from Black’s Pecan. 

Tim Langford, another good 
friend of Hills and a pallbearer at 
his service Saturday afternoon, 
says he was a dedicated servant 
of the people. “He had law 
enforcement in his DNA. Corky 
was an excellent investigator 
and had several different 
methods he would utilize 
effectively to gain information 
in order to be able to solve a 
case,” stated Langford. 

Also known as the “Bird 
dog” when he got on the trail of 
a case. “One story that did not 
gain him the nickname of “Bird 
dog” but certainly indicated the 
degree of tenacity, involved an 
assault case,” Langford added. 
“Corky was then serving as 
Commonwealth Detective. He 
and I had traveled to Ballard 
County to assist Sheriff Jack 
Stevens in the investigation 
of this homicide. The early 
indications were that the victim 
had been hit in the head with 
a hard object such as a skillet. 
Corky was at the scene of the 
crime while I met with Sheriff 
Stevens in his office. Sheriff 
Stevens received a phone call 
from the medial examiner’s 
office informing him that the 
victim had died due to a contact 
wound from a small caliber 
bullet. I immediately called 
Corky at the scene and told him 
that we were now looking at a 
case that involved a firearm. 
Within 30 minutes, Corky had 
located a small caliber pistol 
which turned out to be the 
weapon used in this homicide. 
He had followed a small blood 
trial originating in the house 
and found the pistol hidden. 
The Ballard County Sheriffs 
department and others were 
impressed with his “Bird dog” 
instincts.” 

“There are many, many 
Corky Hill stories. Most all of 
which will bring a smile to your 
face. He was always happy, 
glad to see people and he was 
truly a man of the people,” 
continued Langford. “A person 
was fortunate to be able to call 
Corky Hill his friend. He will 
be missed and the likes of him 
will not be seen again for many 
years. There was only one 
Corky Hill.” 

The funeral service held at 
the cemetery in Cayce, located 
across the street from Hill’s 
beloved Cayce School Building 
included a 21-gun salute by the 
Jefferson County, Kentucky 
Sheriff’s Office. Taps was also 
played. 

The most memorable, 
touching moment was when a 
voice came over the radio from 
dispatch calling out Nelson D. 
Corky Hill’s name for the last 
time, stating, “A job well done, 
you will be missed but not 
forgotten.” 

He was one fine man or 
int the words of Kentucky 
Supreme Court Justice Bill 
Cunningham’s text sent on the 
Thursday morning following 
Corky’s death, “He was a good 
one.”

overweight and even running a 
hundred yards would have been 
impossible,” Russell said. 

The distance she ran in 
Nashville was much farther 
than that formidable 100 yards, 
by several thousands of yards. 
Russell’s every stride took her 
successfully through the entire 
13.1 miles. 

“I felt it would be a dishonor 
to Quincy not to try to become 
all that God meant for me to be,” 
she said, “and if other people 
could run a full marathon, then 
surely I could run 13.1 miles.” 

To prepare for the run, 
Russell worked through a strict 
ten-week training program with 
her fitness instructor and stuck 
to the plan. 

“Thirteen miles is a far cry 
from a 5K (3.2 miles), but the 
most difficult part for me was 
the freezing cold temperatures 
(during her weeks of training),” 
said Russell, “not to mention 
fighting an injured back healing 
from a ruptured disc.” 

There were more than 30,000 
runners who participated in 
Nashville, and St. Jude, the 
Memphis-based children’s 


hospital where Quincy 
received his treatments, greatly 
benefitted from the event, 
making it even more special 
for Russell. She plans to run 
the Memphis St. Jude half¬ 
marathon in December. 

Quincy Russell was an 
engaging young boy who 
will never be forgotten in this 
community. He was diagnosed 
with neuroblastoma as a 
preschooler, yet he faced his 
challenges with a passion for 
being alive and a smile much 
like the one on his mom’s face 
as she crossed the Nashville 
finish line last weekend. 

The local 4UQ (For you, 
Quincy) Relay for Fife team 
raises money year-around for 
American Cancer Society 
events as well as St. Jude by 
selling merchandise bearing the 
team logo.
